in the first quarter of 1948. These 
figures were released by the Em- 
ployment Security Division of the 
State Labor Department, 


Employment figures for Hemp- 
stead county show- that 2,550 work- 
ers were employed in industries 
covered by the Employment 
Se- 


curity Law. 
Total payroll figures 


for the first quarter of 1948 indi- 
cate that these workers were paid 
$786.275 in wages. The break-down 
of Hempstead county employment

comes suddenly and strikes peo- 
ple who have been exceptionally 
healthy and active. For this rea- 
son, when it does come it seems 
fearful. 


Polio is only one cause of crip- 
pling, however. 
The late effects 
ot polio are responsible 
for less 


than 
one-fourth 
of all 
of tht 
crippling deformities 
in children 


in New York City. It is also true 
however, that it is the largest sin- 
gle disease- responsible for crip- 
pling deformities. The other throo- 
fourths stem from a large number 
of different causes. 


If crippling from infantile 
pa- 
ralysis 
does come, it should be. 


faced with

One was the Ananias, who with 
his wife,, gap'phira, is mentioned 
in Acts 6. He:(professed to follow 
the example 
>of 
the 
genuinely 


Christian and (generous Barnabas, 
who had/ SjOldvhis possessions and 
given the money for the common 
good of Ihe Christian.,community; 
But Ananias held back part of the 
price. He was a cheat and a liar, 
and his wife was evidently no bet» 
tor. How they/came to be members 
of 
the Christian 
community 
is 


strange, for. it would 
seem, that 


they had) IUt{e. to gain by joining 
a small arid -unpopular group, sub- 
ject to persecution. 


But 
having professed 
to 
be 


Christians, they were under obli» 
gation to-act as Christians, though 
apparently there was no obligation 
for them to follow the example of 
Barnabas. What was wjong was 
their lying and chaating about the 
matter; and according to the stpry 
in Acts they came to a sad end. 
Very different was the other An- 


anias, a Christian in the ancient 
city of Damascus, to whom PauL 
went upon his conversion. 


The Christians 
at 
Damascus, 


knowing Paul's record as a perse* 
cutor, were hesitant about receive 
ing him, fearing that he was worm- 
ing himself into their company 
wiih lha intention of betraying 
them. Their fears were natural 
but Ananias had been prepared in 
a vision for Paul's coming. And 
though he, too, was doubtful be- 
cause of all lie had heard about 
Paul, he was assured 
thjt Paul 


was to be "a chosen ye&sel," to. 
bear Ihe name of Christ "before 
the Gentiles, and Kings, and the 
children of Israel." 


So, Ananias went all the way in 


the fulfillment of his mission. He 
sought out Paul, as directed, made 
no word of reproach about Paul's 
past as a persecutor, but put bis 
hands upon him in friendly greet- 
ing. 
He called "Brother Saul," 


and restored to him the bight of 
which he had been beieft three- 
days, since the great light had 
blinded him on the Damascus load. 
And that was the beginning ot a 
great Christian career.
